When you update an invoice in the GEM system with new information, you need
to save the invoice prior to submitting the invoice.  Otherwise, the invoice will not
be updated with the intended information.
The billing period on your invoice can be monthly or up to a maximum of three
months, but cannot overlap fiscal years.
Summer accrual payments are charges for work that has been done, but not yet
invoiced or paid out.  SAUs can only seek reimbursement for summer accrual
payments after the employee has received the payment.

SUBSCRIPTION REMINDER
Any services covering multiple years, such as warranties, maintenance plans,
and software subscriptions, must be prorated and can only be charged to Federal
funds for the cost amount during a grant's period of allowability.

Summer is the perfect time to reset and recharge!
